The reservoirs in Franklin Falls village have had a fair 
supply of water during the past year. It is very desirable that 
a supply of water be obtained near the corner of Central and 
Franklin streets, so the Steamer could be used at any fire in 
that vicinity. 

The supply of water at the reservoirs in Franklin Village is 
very limited. Something should be done to furnish a_ better 
supply ; and there should be a supply near Stone’s store for the 
protection of property in that vicinity. 

In accordance with the vote of the town, the Stark Engine 
House was sold for $195, and the funds applied Maan the 
payment of the Fire Department expenses.

In the last report the liabilities were stated to be $61,760,- 
59, but they were in fact $62,486.66. ‘There was an error in 
estimating outstanding claims to the extent of $593.07, and in not 
including an old bond of the first series, which was supposed not 
to be in existence, for the reason that no trace of it could be. 
found and none of the coupons had been presented for payment ~ 
for more than five years. It was unexpectedly found in a dis- 
tant state and was paid, June 4, 1881, the amount then due be- 
ing $183. The underestimate of outstanding claims largely 
resulted from claims for breaking roads, which had not been 
presented when the report was made up and which proved to be 
very much larger than was anticipated. Then in the assets Ly- 
ceum Hall was valued at $2000, but it sold for only $1550, making 
aloss of $450. The net balance of the indebtedness of the town 
one year ago was, therefore, $56,437.34. It is now, as before 
stated, $55,070.21, making a net reduction of $1367.18. In ad- 
dition to this extraordinary expenses have been paid to the amount 
of $673.71, to wit: on the bridge case, $283.71, and for damage 
resulting from highway accident on Ox-Bow, $400. - There have, 
also, been unusual expenses in connection with the Fire De- 
partment, occasioned by making permanent improvements as 
will appear from an inspection of the report of the fire wards. 
It will be seen, therefore, that with none but ordinary expenses 
the town debt would have been reduced to the extent of consid- 
erably more than $2000. 


By a moderate rate of taxation the oabins indebtedness 
can be paid at the rate of $2000 a year, and we recommend 
that sufficient money be raised to accomplish such a Tones 
of the debt.
